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MR. POLK AND HIS MODEL. 
“ Hx will be looked upon by posterity,” writes Lord Clarendon 
of Cromwell, “as a brave, wicked man.” And quoting Cicero’s 
expression concerning another agitator, “he attempted those 
things which no good man durst have ventured on, and achieved 
those in which none but a great man could have succeeded.” It 
is said that the President of America is a devoted worshipper of 
the memory of Cromwell. It may not be amiss to ask Mr. Polk, 
whether he ever pondered over the above passages, or whether 
their proceeding from the pen of an aristocrat and a royalist, and 
their existing, moreover, in “an old almanac,” have deprived 
them of a claim to his notice ? 

The pencil of our artist has this week represented (see a sub- 
sequent page) the head-quarters of the Mexican army and those 
of the army of the States. The interest which either, or both, 
may possess is due to Mr. Polk and to Mr. Polk’s war. The 
Transatlantic Cromwell has vowed, like the prototype he claims, 
that he will make the name of his country respected as ever was 
that of Rome. But the disadvantage under which a little man 
Jabours when striving to imitate a great one, was never more 
painfully apparent than in the mode Mr. Polk adopts for achieving 
the Cromwellian purpose. Strange, that while in Europe, with 
all her complication of institutions and interests, arising upon the 
ruins, or growing out of the imperfections, of each other; with her 
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loopholes and excuses for conciliation, than to convict one an- 
other of error or wrong. Here, compromises are effected even 
by concessions, which, to the young and fiery spirits of nations, 
seem humiliating, but which the wise know to be, when weighed 
against a single campaign, the most noble and most humane 
of expediencies, At this very instant, while materials for a dis- 
cussion, which acrimoniously followed up might plunge Europe 
into an alniost justifiable war, are hefore the legislatures of France 
and England, what is the real effort which the liberal and en- 
lightened statesmen and countries on, both sides of the channel are 
making? Look at the diplomatic correspondence which has re- 
cently been published. There is a rivalry, none the less amicable 
because the interests at stake demand calm and lofty bearing, 
which statesman shall do most towards removing all petty and 
irritating matter from the discussion. And the world may be 
well assured that men who take up a debate in such a spirit are 
not likely to be betrayed during its progress into feelings genera- 
tive of hostility. The Old World is weary of the Past. 

But the New World will not learn wisdom from the sufferings 
of the Old. How seldom are a parent’s troubles a warning to a 
child! Yet in the case of North America there would seem 
every reason why less passionate and wiser counsels than those of 
the President should prevail. Here is a new country, removed 
thousands of miles from the entanglements and ramifications of 


dynasties of a thousand years, and all their accumulation of debts, 
hatreds, and revenges ; with her incongruity of feeling and her in- 
ternational jealousies, all and each tending towards irritation and 
strife, PEACE is regarded as the one thing needful, the republic of 
the New World should invoke around it the horrors of war. 
Here, notwithstanding all the conflicting elements of European 
existence, the moment there is a sign of disturbance, a clash of 
arms, > 4 
ranged, and mutual sacrifices of minor matters must prevent’ that 
of blood. Here, statesmen struggle and wrangle rather to find

ancient nationalities ; a new soil, fruitful, nay, luxuriant; new 
institutions, modelled upon the best of the Old World’s, but pro- 
fessedly rejecting her abuses and absurdities ; a new people, who 
have little ,but language in common with any other nation, but 
who have ready at hand all the intellectual, literary, educational, 
religious advantages of all; with more territory than they can 
occupy, and with no neighbour to interfere with their progress 
and development — what can present a more favourable picture 
than the situation of these Americans? And into what are they 


rushing, with an avidity worthy rather of the savages on their 


borders than of civilised and Christian men, but the worst and 
wickedest folly of the Old World, but far less pardonable in the 
New, because less tempting and less natural — into Unjust War. 
Unjust War. We write the words without hesitation, heavy 
as is the guilt they imply, because the United States, through 
their best citizens, have already admitted the fact, and those who 
are too obstinate to allow it are proving’ their convictions by acts 
more eloquent than words. When the onslaught upon the Mexi- 
caus, then supposed helpless, was sounded, and half the vulgar 
bullies of the American cities rushed into the camp as toa riot, 
their noise, for atime, silenced all'remonstrance.. The campaign 
was to be all glory aud plunder; every volunteer was to bea 
hero and a millionnaire, and Mexico was to be extinguished from 
among nations. But the game of war, to be played successfully, 
must be played by a better class as regards valour as well as in- 
tellect; a class more nearly resembling the grandfathers of these 
men—the men ofthe War of Independence — gentlemen and sol- 
diers, not tavern loungers and stalkers. How long did it take 
the Mexico volunteers to find out that oaths and bowie knives are 
not very useful weapons in war, or that brutal passion, or more 
brutal avarice, tells but little in the face of a determined enemy ? 
Let those who, like ourselves, have been obliged to wade through 
the offensive piles of bluster and puff, called newspapers in Ame- 
rica, answer. For a few weeks everybody was a hero, at least_in 


his own eyes, and Bobadil might have blushed at the accounts 
every volunteer supplied of his valour. Poor Mexico! she was 
conquered ten times over before ten cannon had been fired. 
But after a very short time, matters began to assume a different 
aspect, and it was discovered that in the game of war there are 
two parties, This was a truth which we verily believe had never 
occurred to half the heroes of the expedition, whose notions of 
bloodshed merely carried them to lynchings of blacks and simi- 
lar one-sided feats of valour. But when they discovered that 
Mexican bullets hit their mark as often as Yankee ones, that 
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Mexican cavalry charged as well as American, and sometimes a 
great deal better, and that cold steel in the hands of a Mexican 
went through flesh and bone as bitingly as when wielded by a 
United Statesman, there was a woeful difference in results. 
Heroism went down below par, and by the last advices (much 
taken up with accounts of desertions wholesale) it had not gone 


up again. 


Mr. Cromwell Polk has made a blunder, and the reaction of 
the spirit he has called into life will hurl him from his position. 
Already the opposition to his cabinet and policy is strong and re- 
solute, and it will shortly gather itself to a head for his overthrow.

Tur Bask Discounts.—It cannot be said that the recent advances 
in the Bank rates of discount were dictated by any immediate pres. 
sure upon the Bank; but rather by a warning of a pressure that 
might be expected from a continuance of the drain of bullion to the 
continent and America. The theory upon which the Bank acts is 
by raising the interest of money, and so depressing the price of se- 
curities, to induce stock to be exported, and thus to arrest the drain 
of eed the inducement held out to take cheap stock in place of 
bullion. he object of the Bank has in part succeeded; and the 
state of the exchanges in the two last days have furnished a striking 
example of this. ‘The rise in the rate of interest depressed the price 
of securities, and, in consequence of the low price, large orders were 
received from Holland to buy various kinds of Government stocks. 
Well, the money had to be remitted in payment; but bills upon 
England being extremely scarce in Holland, it was found that the 
most profitable remittance would be made by bills drawn upon Ham- 
burg, Paris, Vienna, and other places, which, from the state of the 
exchanges here, couid be negociated in our market at a favourable 
rate of exchange. Accordingly, we have seen, on the two last post 
days, a large supply of Dutch bills on those places, which were the 
cause of raising the exchanges a little in favour of England—the 
rerl cause being, however, the transmission of the stock to Holland, 
And thus, therefore, although the drain of bullion has not by any 
means been arrested, yet it must to that extent have been lessened, 
and the policy of the Bank has so far been successful. The Bank, 
therefore, must be governed in the rate of interest, as we.l by the 
immediate demand for money here as by the continuance and extent 
of the drain of bullion.

Essex.—Easton Lopcr pestroyen sy Fire.—Easton’ Lodge, 
near Great Dunmow, the residence of Viscount Maynard, is now a 
heap of ruins, beneath which lies much costly and valuable property. 
The fire was discovered at three o'clock on Sunday morning by his 
lordship. Engines from Dunmow and Thaxted soon arrived. “Bus 
in the mean time the flames had made fearful progress. The whole 
middle portion of tne mansion was one entire blaze. Many persons 
who reached the spot directed their efforts tu the saving of the books, 
pictures, and other vaiuable articles in the library and billiard room, 
in which they succeeded, so that the valuable paintings, with few ex- 
ceptions, were saved, and placed in the granary, and a large quantity 
of plate and costly furniture stowed in the coach-house and other 
buildings, about twenty horses having been turned into the park, in 
order to make room. In defiance of all human effort, however, 
room after room of the main or centre part, the most ancient of 
the whole, was consumed ; roof after roof fell in, and the whole by 
six o'clock was a mass of blackened ruin. Now all efforts were 
directed to cutting off the communication over the biiliard room, aud 
thus saving the part not then ignited. By the incessant labour of a 
strong body of persons this was effected, a large stream of water being 
poured by the engines upon the burning rafters of the centre seed 

is, 
with the left wing of the building, is the only part left standing. 
Latest accounts say that up to Tuesday evening jit was necessary to 
keep a careful watch over the ruins, lest the remaining portion of this 
ancient building should fall a sacrifice. ‘I'he whole ot the wails of 
the destroyed builuings have falien in, and the only portion left of 
the old construction are two lofty stacks of chimneys, With respect 
to the origin of the fire, it appears pretty certain that it originated in 
his lordship's dressing-room, but whether from any accidental cir- 
cumstance on his part, who had a fire in the apartment on the even- 
ing previous, or fiom the flue being overheated, and setting fire to 
the bond timbers, it 1s difficult to say. The fact of the property not 
being insured has excited much regret among the neighvouring gen- 
try tor the great loss Viscount Maynard will sustain. The amount, 
it is said, will fall little short of between 20,0002. and 30,0001. 

Kenr. — Forrester of the Mansion House detective force, has 
been in the neighbourhood of Dover, on the look out for a party who 
has absconded with diamonds of the value of 33004 iu his Possession. 


“We learn that the individual landed at Foikstoune about a week azo, 


from a vessel (of which he was the commander) belonging to 
Greenock, bound from Monte Video to London, having the precious 
articles in his possession; that he came to Dover on Monday night 
last, slept at the Hope Inn Pier, and started on Tuesday morning, 
per rail, no one knew where. The most vigilant search has been 
made to discover the fugitive; but he has, as yet, eluded detection. 
‘The diamonds were contained in two boxes, they formed part of the 
cargo of the vessel, and were regularly entered, with the amount of 
their value on the bill of lading. A person connected with the 
Hope, who accompanied the captain to the rail, describes him to be 
about twenty-eight years of age, tall, and of ruddy complexion. 

An inquest was held on Monday night last before Mr. Carttar, 
at the lox and Hounds Inn, Piumpstead Common, upon the body 
of Capt. Fead, R.N., who, when entering his breakfast room at 
his cottage in Nightingale Vale, on Sunday morning last, suddenly 
complained of sharp pain, when he immediately atterwards fell 
on the floor, and notwi hstanding that Sir John Webb, director- 
general of the Ordnance Department at Woolwich, and other emi- 
nent medical men, were almost immediately upon the spot, and every 
means were used, the worthy officer was found to be quite dead, and 
ail efforts to restore animation were consequently fruitiess. Verdict, 
“ Died by the visitation of God.” Deceased was much respected by 
all grades within the garrison and the town of Woolwich. hie 

Iste or Man. — Haxzouns or Reruce. — A memorial signed 
by 3000 boat-owners, masters, and fisnermen belonging to the Isle of 
Man, praying that some remedial measures might be adopted for the 
improvement of the present dangerous state of the harbours of 
refuge on the island, has been presented to the Lords of ber Ma- 
Jesty’s Treasury by Mr. William Kennish, the Manx delegate. The 
memorial was favourably received by their lordsnips, aud forwarded 
by them to the Tidal Harbour Commissioners for their Immediate 
consideration. ‘The following summary of casualties, copied from 
the official report of the Tidal Harbour Commissioners, and which 
have occurred solely from the insufficiency of the present harbours 
of refuge, will show the necessity for some bitter accommodation 
being atfurded to vessels seeking shelter in the above harbours, 
From the year 1822 to 1846, the number of vessels wrecked off the 
Isle of Man was 144. Number of lives lost, 172. kstimated loss

eerie Le Nit Dewsbury, Jesse Senior, one of the game- 
keepers of E. Haigh, Esq., was going to meet some other keepers, 
about 10 o'clock on Saturday night last, and in crossing the fields had 
his dog shot, and was then attacked by some men witha sharp in- 
strument and bludgeons, by which he was horribly cut and maimed 
about his head and arms. Nothing as yet can be made of the affair; 
but the dog was found dead in one of the fields, and there is every 
appearance that a dreadful struggle has taken place, Senior was 
evidently left for dead, but he succeeded in crawling on his hands 
and knees, and arrived near the house of the other keeper about one 
o'clock in the morning, when he was discovered by his groans. He 
now lies in a state of insensibility, without hope of recovery; and his 
arms and head are so lacerated that identity is almost impossible, 
It appears he was three hoursin going about half a mile, and had to 
crawl from three to four hundred yards in this dreadful state of 
suffering. 

DERBYSHIRE. — Tne MancHester AND Suerrietp RAILWAY. —

Two engines had left Newton, near 


the confines of Derbyshire. 
Manchester, at seven o'clock in the morning, and stopped at the 
Dinting Vale station to attach a waggon. ‘hey then left the station 
to run along the down line to Manchester, to clear it of the newly- 
fallen snow which impeded the progress of the trains. An emp'y 
Passenger train, on its way to Hadfield, to start for Manchester, fol- 
lowed them about a quarter of an hour afterwards, and on approach- 
ing them, unfortunately was hidden from sight by a curve of the line, 
and the engines being moving at a slow pace, were run into. The 
engine-driver of the passenger train, James Robinson, attempted to 
save himself by leaping from his engine, but fell across the rail, and 
the tender and carriages of his own train went over his body and 
killed him on the spot. l 
the carriages were crushed, and two of the engines were much shat- 
tered. Itis said that an attempt was made to signal the driver of the 
passenger train as he passed one of the stations, but owing to the 
weather the machinery was out of order, 


Cuatuam. — On Saturday night last a soldier of the name of 


George Cooper, of the 18th Royal Jrish regiment, was posted at 
eleven o'clock as one of the sentry on the Gun Wharf, and on the 
guard going round at one o'clock to relieve the men from their posts 
the soldier was missing. At his post was found his cross-belts, and 
the pouch, which ought to have contained ten rounds of bali car- 
tridge, was emptied. Every search was made for the man without 
obtaining any clue whatever. His musket and bayonet are both 
missing. The soldier must either have thrown himself into the 
river aud been washed away with the tide, it being high water at tne 
time, or he must have been assisted by some one with a boat to effect 
his desertion, as he could not escape by any other means. It is re- 
markable that the soldier was not seen by the other sentries, as it was 
very moonlight. 

Waxwicksuine.—Munper or a Cun. — At Repton, on Friday, 
at the White Lion, an inquest was held on the body of H. P. Taylor, 
aged eleven weeks, Hannah Taylor, of Hanningham, said: My 
husband is the brother of Jane Taylor. She was at my house on 
Thursday evening about five o'clock; she had the deceased with her. 
When she went away she was crying very much, and | understood 
that she was going to Leamington. I wished her not to 30 out, as 
it was quite unnecessary, but she persisted in going. My husband 
had told her that she must procure a fresh home, for he was unable 
to support her. We had notice to leave our house in consequence 
of her being there, which notice was up on Friday. We have but 
one rocm for myself, husband, and three children, and therefore had 
not room for her and the baby. Phineas Page said: On the pre- 
vious evening, as he was coming from the mill, he saw something 
floating on the water on the opposite side. Having procured assist- 
ance and got the female out, she then ejaculated, “ Oh, my poor 
baby.” Her dress having been unpinned, the deceased was found 
clasped in her arms quite dead. Elizabeth Tandy said that she sat 
with the female all the night of Thursday. She asked her if any one 
had pushed her into the water; she replied, “No; I went in my- 
self.” She said, “ If my child is dead, I drowned it; ” and she added 
that her mother had threatened to send fora policeman if she did 
not leave her house some time back. The coroner summed up, and 
the jury having consulted, they returned a verdict of “ Wilful murder 
against Jane Taylor,” who was fully committed to take her trial at 
the next assizes. 

WakerteLp, — Considerable sensation was produced at Wakefield 
on {Saturday last, by a report that a young man named Robert 
Hampson, the son of the landlord of the Fountain Inn, in Pincheon 
Street, in that town, had been found drowned in the river Calder, not 
far from his father’s house, and that a young woman, a dressmaker, 
named Morton, whose mother was formerly in the service of a baro- 
net's lady in the neighbourhood, had been found at the same time and 
prace, the deceased bodies being tied together by two or three silk 

andkerchiefs, It seems. that some attachment had sprung up be- 
tween the parties, which had not been agreeable to the triends of the 
young woman, but no very strenuous Opposition had been made to 
their union. About midnight on Friday, the young man went to his 
father's brewhouse for the purpose of brewing as usual, but from the 
state in which things were found in the morning, it would appear 
that he had not remained long. How the parties came together on 
that night, has not transpired, as Hampson was not seen after going 
to the brewhouse till the bodies were fuund in the water. 

Bakwstey.—A coal pit accident of a most lamentable nature, and 
attended with the loss of six lives, has occurred at one of the Darley 
Main Coal Company’s pits, at Worsbrough Dale, about four miles 
from Barnsley, and ten from Sheffield. Some men who were em- 
ployed in one part of the pit fired a blast of gunpowder for the pur- 
pose of bringing down a large piece of coal. Shortly after the 
explosion, a large mass of coal was found on fire, and every exertion 
was used to stop up the driftways, or roads through which air was 
admitted, and to put out the fire, by throwing water upon it. The 
men were engaged in this manner, from two o'clock until four, at 
which time, instead of having checked the flames, it was found they 
were gaining upon them. Exertions were made, and in the course 
of some hours the bodies of six men were found. The other men, 
eight in number, who had escaped from suffocation, only with great 
difficulty, were immediately atter being removed from the pit 
attended bya Surgeon, who administered such remedies as their cases 
required, and though suffering severely, there is every reason to hope 
that they will recover. ‘The cause of the accident has not yet been 
clearly ascertained, 

Norro.x.—The coachman of Lord Hastings, a few days ago, was 
directed to drive a gentleman from his lordship's residence at Mel- 
ton Constable to the railway terminus at Norwich, a distance of about 
twenty miles. He arrived at Norwich perfectly safe, and the gentle- 
man proceeded by the next train to London. ‘The coachman, whose 
name is Haylett, is a married man, and has a wife and young family 
living at Lenwade, a villagelabout midway from Melton to Norwich. 
Having no one to drive back, instead of staying at Norwich all night 
with his carriage and horses, he determined on going to his wite’s 
cottage and stay there, putting up his horses at Lenwade Bridge Inn. 
Unfortunately for him he did not keep himself’ sober in Norwich, 
and started from the Norfolk Hotel in a somewhat questionable 
state, about eleven o'clock at night. After he passed the Drayton 
toll-gate, about five miles on the road, he appears to have fallen 
asleep, and the horses turned into a by-lane, which ultimately led 
intoa field. Here they seem to have wandered about, wih Haylett 
sleeping on the box, the track of the wheels the next morning show- 
ing that the carriage on one occasion passed within a few inches of 
the edge of a deep marl-pit, into which it seemed almost miraculous 
that they did not all fall. However, they found their way out of the 
field again, the coachman probably awaking. ‘I hence they took adirec- 
tion for Ringland, and attempted to ford a wide watering of the 
Wensum, but the immensely flooded state of the lowlands had given 
a great impetuosity to the stream, and they were carried away by it. 
At this time also Haylett appears to have been asleep upon the 
driving box, and when he awoke, about four o'clock in the morning, 
he found himself in the midst of these extensive waters, both the 
horses being drowned, and the carriage severed, the fore from the 
hind wheels. We need hardly say he was dreadfully frightened; his 
screams brought up, in a short time, some of the watch from the 
game preserves of Mr. N. Micklethwaite, who rendered all the assist- 
ance they could. In the course of the morning the horses were got 
out, and the carriage also. Haylett was now in the greatest distress, 
and would probably have done himself some mischief, but for the

On returning into the open air he became 
faint, and was supported by three men up the steps of the Royal 
Ordnance Hospital. 

Portomourn.—The Ryde packet arrived on Tuesday evening ; it 
brought Mr. George Riddlecombe, R.N., master of the flag-ship 
St. Vincent, with dispatches for the commander-in-chief at this port, 
from the senior officer operating at the wreck of the Sphynx, and the 
welcome intelligence that the Sphynx had been moved this tide 100 
feet nearer deep water. She would, doubtless, have been got off fur- 
ther, but one of the “ camels” burst, and the hands were consequently 
compelled to leave off heaving. If the 30 tons of coals now in her 
can be got out, and she can be further lightened 30 or 40 tons more, 
success is looked upon as certain. Wind and weather continue 
favourable, although the tide has not risen so high as had been an- 
ticipated.

Hamrsuire.—No FAMINE ror THE PHEASANTS. —A correspond- 
ent writes:—“ Much is just now said about the scarcity of provi- 
sions, but perhaps the public have no idea of the quantity consumed 
by game. I knowa moderate-sized estate, not many miles from 
Petersfield, where the keeper has 21 bushels of corn served out to 
him once a week, for feeding the pheasants alone; what must it be 
on a large estate ?” 

Kent.—An accident occurred on Tuesday in Abbott’s Cliff Tun- 
nel on the South Eastern Railway, by which Joel Rush, the master 
of the electric telegraph at Dover, met with a frightful death, The 
unfortunate man was greatly respected, having been ın the service of 
the company since the opening of the line. It appears that the de- 
ceased, having experienced some difficulty in the course of the fore- 
noon, in transmitting messages per telegraph to Folkstone, it is sup- 
posed he determined on proceeding along the line to inspect the 
wires, with a view of ascertaining where the defect existed ; and, on 
the one o'clock afternoon passenger train leaving Dover for town he 
got on the engine with the driver and stoker.

— On Sunday morning information was 
conveyed to the police office, that a family residing in High 
Street, consisting of a mother and four children, had been poi- 
soned. Qn the case being promptly inquired into, it was found 
that the parties referred to were evidently suffering from the effects of 
Cy | and on further inquiry, it 
was elicited that it was after having partaken of some oat cake that 
they all exhibited Symptoms of having been poisoned. It was like- 
wise elicited that when the mother was preparing the cake, her hus- 
band, Who is a coal carrier, named James Dockerty, gave her a small 
quantity of meal out of a handkerchief, and as he declined to state 
distinctly where he got the meal, he was taken into custody for 
examination, and lodged in the police office. In the meantime Dr. 
Easton was sent for, and directed the application of the proper re- 
medies, which we were glad to learn will in all likelihood prove 
efficacious, 

Bernera,—On the 20th ultimo, eight men from the island of 
Bernera were committed to the Inverness prison, charged with steal- 
ing from the wreck of the barque Superb, in the Sound of Harris, a 
large quantity of flour, in barrels, and some lard. The theft was 
committed on the 18th ult, The prisoners, ane of them an old and 
worn out man of sixty, were yesterday liberated on bail, Mr, Sheriff 
Tytler having kindly provided employment for them. 

Fooo Ruors 1x tue Nortu.—In consequence of the outbreiks 
which have recently taken place in several districts in the north, it 
has been deemed advisable to call into requisition the services of the 
military, in order to assist the authorities in repressing any further 
disturbances. Accordingly, on Thursday morning a detachment of 
eighty men of the 76th regiment marched from the Castle to Gran- 
ton Pier, where they embarked on board the steamer for Aberdeen, 
and on the following day ‘other fifty men of the same corps left 
Granton per steamer for one of the northern ports. In addition to 
the above, another hundred men of the 76th received orders to hold 
themselves in readiness to embark yesterday morning on board the 
Bonnie Dundee steamer, for Burghead. 

Rossexy or 1200/.—The principals at the various police stations 
in the metropolis received intelligence on Tuesday from Glasgow of 
an extensive robbery of bank-notes, amounting to 12002., in that city 
on Friday last.

There are yet hundreds 
of persons absolutely starving for want of employment. 

Stico. — The « Sligo Champion” says, “ The coroner is still 
busily engaged in this country — the people are still dying of hunger, 
The following inquests were held during the week ; — 

“On the 23d ult., at Shaucough, on the body of Francis Kelly. 
Same day, at Ballysumahaun, on the body of Catherine Hoy. On 
the 24th, at Ballisodare, on the body of Maurice Conroy. On the 
26th ult., at Killery, on the body of John Caucurn. On the 27th, 
at Kilmcallon, on the body of James Kilmartin; on the body of 
Michael Tighe; at Rossmore, on the body of Michael Conolan; at 
Ballinacarrow, on the body of Michael Hart.

A respectable correspondent in the neighbourhood of 
Kilconly has communicated to us the loss of no less than eighteen lives 
from want and destitution! And this occurring in a few short days. 

Kerry. — The “ Tralee Chronicle” thus reports on the state of 
the county of Kerry: — “ Accounts of starvation and death reach us 
from every quarter of the country, and the scenes which we witness 
in our streets, and in the Vicinity of Tralee, are wofully corroborative 
of the general destitution and waste of human life. Dysentery and 
fever are becoming every day more rife in our lanes. In Dingle 
they are dying by dozens from fever, dysentery, and famine, and 
burying without coffins.” 

Dusuty.—Eight cargoes of ‘ breadstuffs” have been cleared out 
for consumption, free cf duty, in the port of Dublin, since the 27th 
ult., consisting of 640 quarters, and 980 hectolitres of Indian corn, 
500 quarters of wheat, 550 quarters of buckwheat, 2825 quarters of 
barley, 1144 barrels of flour, and 90 tons of potatoes, 

On Saturday and Monday last the central relief committee re- 
ceived subscriptions to the amount of 500/ » including 200}. from 
Messrs. Moffat and Co., of London. The awards on Friday and 
Saturday last were on the most extensive scale, exceeding 5000/., 
which must leave the funds of the committee in a very low state. Of 
this large sum Donegal received 3704. ; Galway, 3302; Mayo, 350; 
Roscommon, 325l. ; Tipperary, 200/.; Cavan, 1751, with various 
smaller sums to thirteen other counties. One of the chief causes of 
this liberality may be, to awaken the relief committees to buy in pro- 
visions in the declining state of the markets, sufficient to pass through 
the interval between the present system and the organisation under 
the new bill. 

The various savings banks in Ireland have a separate surplus fund 
of about 11,000/., consisting of realised property ; and in addition, at 
the end of each year, a large amount of unfunded property over and 
above all engagements to depositors. This sum is strictly confined 
by law to the management of the banks, for which it is far more 
than sufficient. The committee of the Cork Savings’ Bank have 
taken up the subject; and with equal justice and charity seek for the 
appropriation of those surplus funds and property tothe relief of the 
present distress. The property of the depositors would be wholly 
untouched, and the usefulness or security of the banks not impaired 
in the slightest degree. The Cork trustees have authorised the mayor 
to write to Lord John Russell, urging his lordship to introduce an 
act giving a permissory power to the trustees to appropriate a pait of 
their surplus property to the purposes of relief, subject to the assent 
of the commissioners for the reduction of the national debt. '

day, Brande, and Dr. Pereira. The Cavendish Society, tor one 
guinea per annum, promises its members in return no less than three 
valuable volumes, not easily attainable in the ordinary way. We 
therefore heartily recommend it, and may its success give encourage- 
ment for thë speedy formation of similar societies in every other 
department of human knowledge. The increase of these publishing 
associations is the natural, and we believe the very efficient, remedy 
of the gross abuse of power and opportunity which is constantly 
being committed in the name of science by the coteries and cliques, 
miscalled learned societies, whose well paid officials and expensive 
apartments form large items in their reports of annual expenses, but 
whose contributions to scientific literature form a very small morsel 
of bread indeed to all this sack of the funds of the institutions. The 
transactions of the Royal, of the Antiquarian, of the Astronomical 
and Geographical Societies, for the past four years, are admirably de- 
monstrative of the necessity of some reform. _ Evidence the most 
conclusive could be easily drawn from a comparison of their publica- 
tions with the productions of unassisted talent and energy, to prove 
how far behind they halt in the march of intellect; and how much 
they impede progress, by the weight of their presumed authority, 
giving [credit where jt is not due, and refusing to encourage talent 
when it threatens to rival the idols they have chosen to select and set 
up as the representative of excellence in this or that particular so- 
ciety. Not long will this discouraging opp. ession last, the members 
and fellows will soon see the advantage and benefit of belonging to 
scientific publication societies rather than to learned bodies as at pre- 
sent constituted, and will most assuredly support in preference those 
that are connected with the science they patronise or cultivate, 

Reticious To.rration.—The continental newspapers quote, with 
some expressions of surprise, from the German journals, a paragraph 
stating that our ambassador at Vienna, Lord Ponsonby, had lately 
presented to the Emperor a young Jew gentleman as an attaché to 
the emtassy. He is probably the first and only Jew who has been 
officially entrusted with a diplomatic mission, and it is to the honour 
of Great Britain to have set the example to the world of throwing 
open the diplomatic career, as well as every other, to the disciples of 
Moses. In France, however, it is right to state that Jews possess 
the same privileges as any other citizens, There are Jews in the 
army, Jews at the bar, Jews in the Chamber of Deputies, Jews in 
the colieges as professors, Jews on the press. By and by we shall, 
no doubt, sce Jews iu France and England occupying the highest 
places of the state, and perhaps directing the counsels of the nation.

By the kindness of an able and indefatigable correspondent we are 
enabled to give our readers a succession of interesting Canadian 
scenes, connected with the annual distribution of blankets and other 
presents to the chiefs and deserving individuals of the native inhabit- 
ants. These cannot be better introduced than by two views of towns 
in this colony, namely Toronto and Niagara; the latter, as will be no 
doubt generally presumed, having taken its name from its proximity 
to the celebrated cataract so called. Toronto is the capital of Upper 
Canada, and is situated on the north shore of Lake Ontario. re- 
viously to 1794, the French possessed a small pallisadoed fort a little 
to the west of the present town, which was called Fort Tarento. 
With the exception of this fort and two or three bi eae the 
dwellings of a few Indians, the site of Toronto was uninhabited, and 
the country almost entirely covered with forest to the water’s edge, 
Governor Simcoe, in 1793, seized the district, and founded the town 
in the following year. The name then given to it was York, which 
it retained until 1834, when Sir J. Colborne raised it to the rank of a 
city, and changed the name to that of Toronto, 

The city, which has been erected upon a regular plan, consists of 
six main streets, about two miles long, and parallel to the shore of 
the lake, crossed at right oa ae by other streets, which run inland 
about a mile. The principal street is called King Street, and is be- 
ginning to have a very handsome appearance, several of the shops 
ate large plate glass windows, the side pavements well flagged, 
and a large sewer under the road. The general appearance of the

city, however, is by no means grand. Most of the houses are built 
of wood, which are rebuilt of brick, as the fires, which are frequent, 
give opportunity of this advance. Building ground in the principal 
streets is excessively dear, and house rent expensive, but provisions 
are cheap and abundant. ‘Toronto returns two representatives to the 
Legislative Assembly of Canada, and the city has a municipal go- 
vernment besides, consisting of ten aldermen and ten common coun- 
cilmen, chosen annually in the five wards. This court selects from 
among themselves a mayor, who presides over their meetings, and is 
the chief magistrate of the city. The College of Upper Canada is 
established in Toronto. It is directed by a principal, five masters, 
and five teachers. ‘The next scholastic institution of importance is 
the National School, on the principle of Bell and Lancaster. The 
population of Toronto in 1842 amounted to 18,000.

THE TOWN AND FORT OF NIAGARA. 


Between Lake Erie and Lake Ontario a river descends for the 
space of about thirty-three miles. The difference of surface level of 
the two lakes is no less than 334 feet. ‘The communicating stream 
is called the Niagara, from the name of the celebrated cataract which 
it feeds, and which signifies in the native language, “ the thunder 
waters.” Between the two lakes, until the falls are approached, the 
descent is equal and gradual, the current flowing gently, and scarcely 
exceeding two miles and a-half an hour. The width of the river 
varies from one to two miles, and in two or three parts the stream is 
divided into two by the interposition of Grand Island, as it is called, 


and Navy Island. Another island, called Goat Island, divides the 
cataract itself into two; the left, or northern, being called the Cana- 
dian—the right, the American Falls. Both, however, unite before 
they are received in the basin below. On situations suitable, com- 
manding the nearest available ferry or passage across the river, the 
two nations have erected mutual defences for the protection of the 
presumed interests of each, and to resist the aggression or invasion of 
either on the possessions of the other. The Canadian town of Nia- 
gara is in its infancy, and as yet does not exhibit any great preten- 
sions, or present much evidence of ever being very considerable. 
It has, in fact, sprung up around the fortress, and is chiefly dependent 
upon it and the visitors to the fall for its trade. On the opposite bank 
is situated the American fort, which looks more imposing as a mili- 
tary position, from the absence of all buildings of a character related 
to the pursuits of peace. The two present, indeed, a contrast, 
favourable, we think, to the character of the colonists of Canada; for 
we derive satisfactory evidence of British spirit and enterprise in the 

ursuit of trade having been carried here from fatherland, to sprout 

indly and promisingly in the sa toe country of the poor emigrants. 
With the American inhabitants of their solitary looking stronghold 
the feeling is different. Removed upon order, the small garrison, no 
doubt, takes littie pleasure in their occupation; nor can they well 
pursue any other than that for which their services are purchased b 
their government. American emigrants, too, have a far wider field 
of choice, and the broad fertile valleys of the river arms of the great 
Mississippi have temptations for them far superior to the cold, bleak 
sandstone plains of Canada.

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DEATH OF MR. JAMES TOOLE. 


The late celebrated toastmaster, Mr. 
James Toole, died on Sunday last, after a 
severe but short illness. He was born in 
the year 1796. By his peculiar and happy 
expression, and perfectly original style, he 
was the first who established the business 
of toastmaster ; and the extraordinary suc- 
cess with which he carried it out for the 
last seventeen years, at the city festivals, 
and in fact in all parts of England, has re- 
cently created several copyists, who were 
anxious to share the business. Notwith- 
standing this, his engagements, up to the 
hour of his death, we understand, were 
very numerous. He always officiated to the 
Duke of Cambridge, by desire of his Royal 
Highness, with whom he was an especial 
favourite. As a toastmaster, his equal will 
never be found. He was a kind-hearted 
and generous man, and subscribed to a 
great number of charitable societies. He 
had been twenty-two years in the East 
India House, where, by his invariable ac- 
tivity in studying the interests of the com- 
pany, and obliging disposition, his loss is 
severely felt and deeply lamented both by 
his superiors and equals. We understand 
that, during his illness, he had been very 
kindly visited by Mr. Melville, the secre- 
tary, who had probably observed the good 
qualities which Mr. Toole possessed. 

By this sad bereavement, two sons and 
three daughters are left to deplore the loss 
of an affectionate father; and we fear, with 
the exception of a small legacy, without 
any further provision, The charge of these 
orphans has devolved upon the eldest son, 
who has himself a family. We feel as- 
sured that, under these circumstances, some 
of the deceased's numerous admirers will 
step forward and inquire into the matter. 
We trust, at all events, that the eldest son 
will continue his father’s position as toast- 
master, In that case, we shall not only 
have the name retained, but almost the 
man, for the son has already met with great 
success in that capacity, and was, moreover, 
rapidly approaching his father. We wish 
him every success. The deceased will be 
interred in Nunhead Cemetery on Sunday 
afternoon (to-morrow), from his residence 
in Devonshire Street, Bishopsgate.

CORDOVA. 


Cordova is one of the most delightful 
localities in Spain for its fertility and pic- 
turesque situation, The town is situated 
on the north bank of the navigable river, 
famous in the poetry of Spain, the Guadal- 
quivir; at the commencement of the finest 
plain in all Andalusia; on a gentle decli- 
vity, which descends from the Sierra Mo- 
rena, and thus shut out from the north and 
east winds. It is on the road between 
Cadiz and Madrid, being about 120 miles 
from the former, and 180 from the latter 
city. It exhibits considerable remains of 
its former Arabian possessors, and contains 
45,000 inhabitants within its inclosing walls, 
which are partly of Roman and partly of 
Moorish construction. Formerly, under 
the Caliphs, Cordova was the first seat of learning in Europe, and so 
continued until 1234, when Ferdinand ILI. of Castile took it. It 
then contained 300,000 inhabitants, 

The principal building that retains anything of its former gran- 
deur, is the massive palace of the bishop. ‘That of the Moorish 
kings is now turned into a stable for horses, of the renowned Cor- 
dovese breed. ‘The cathedral is a transformed mosque, unique in its 
kind, but sadly defaced by the process of transformation. In 1528 
a chapel was erected in its centre, to make way for which several of 
its 1000 beautiful columns were destroyed, 

Cordova was always the centre of an extensive trade, and noted for 
the preparation of the goat skins called cordoban. From this word 
has been derived our cordwain, and hence the old name of shoe- 
makers —cordwainers. In France, they were formerly called, from 
the same reason, cordonniers; and in the sixteenth and seventeenth 
centuries, a society existed in Paris, called Freres Cordonniers, lt 
appears to have been a kind of company or club, having its own 
treasury, and supporting the sick or indigent of the trade. St. Cris- 


pin, who was a cordwainer, was their protecting saint. 
Although, under Christian : ; 


misrule, Cordova has sunk 
into decay, it has not ceased 
to produce literary men, 
among whom are Juan de 
Mena, Ambrosio Morales, 
Fernan Perez de Oliva, and 
Gongora.

_ Provisions ([reLaxp).—From a return 
Just issued by order of the House of Com- 
mons, relative to provisions imported from 
Ireland into England, it appears that, in 
1844, there were imported into Great Bri- 
tain 2,801,206 quarters of corn, of Irish 
growth; in 1845, the quantity was 3,251,901; 
and in 1846, 1,825,394 quarters. Of cattle, 
there were exported from Jdreland into 
Great Britain, in tour months, from Sep- 
tember, 1845, to January, 1846, 50,493 
oxen, bulls, and cows; 1023 calves, 54,138 
sheep, and 156,491 swine; while in the 
year 1846, there were so exported, 186,483 
oxen, bulls, and cows; 6363 calves, 259,257 
sheep and lambs, and 480,827 swine. 

Epucation oF THE Jews.—On Wednes- 
day a meeting of the committee of the in- 
stitution for the above object was held at 
the office, Red Lion Square, Bloomsbury, 
Dr. Whyte in the chair. Mr. J. J. Simp- 
son, in a very expressive speech, explained 
the value of the institution generaily, and 
illustrated the objects sought to be ob- 
tained by several very interesting cases, 
many of whom were at present working 
on the premises, and being taught the 
printing and other trades. The institution 
is designed to relieve and promote industry 
among the Jews, without the compulsory 
resignation of their faith, although by the 
exertions of the benevolent members the 
doctrines of Christianity have been so ex- 
hibited, that in many instances the happiest 
results have rewarded their efforts. 

Srramers’ Boats. — The wreck of the Sirius, Irish steam-packet, 
between Dublin and Cork, presents another lamentable example of 
the consequence cf not compelling the owners of packets to provide 
their vessels with boats of a size and build to live in a heavy sea and 
stow safely a large number of persons. As usual, the best boat of 
the Sirius was launched only to be swamped, and fifteen or twenty 
lives were lost. As the boat was overcrowded by fifteen or twenty 
passengers, we infer what the size must have been, and how unfit for 
the exigency. One of Captain G. Smith’s paddle-box boats would 
have received forty or fifty people without danger. ‘The boats which 
packets ordinarily carry are worse than useless. It would be far 
better for the safety of passengers that they had none, In this in- 
stance of the Sirius the lives lost were lost through the boat. Had 
there been no bad boat to trust to all would have been saved. 
Packets should either be provided with good boats, such as the 
paddle-box boat with flat floor and wide beam, and ample stowage, 
or they should have none, to serve only as a false reliance and a 
snare, A thimble for a reservoir of water would be as good a safe- 
guard against fire as a common ship’s boat is in a thronged packet 

against the dangers of ship-

Waghorn, and his 
excellent arrangements with the Austrian Lloyd’s Company, we 
have received dispatches in anticipation of the Marseilles mail from 
India.* This rapid express puts us in possession of dates from 
Madras, Dec. 24.; Calcutta, Dec. 23.; Bombay, Jan. 2.; China,

Tue Punsaus. — The Vuzeer Lall Singh having been suspected 
of a treasonable connection with’ the Cashmeer insurgents, had the 
charge brought home to him by the Sikh Emaum-vod- Deen, on the 
evidence of letters written by the vuzeer to him while in arms, The 
inquiries were conducted in presence of a commission consisting of 
Sikh chiefs and British officers; Mr. Currie and Colonels Lawrence 
and Goldie being amongst. the latter. It was intimated to the 
durbar, that should a convicted traitor remain in power we should be 
under the necessity of ceasing to, hold intercourse with the govern. 
ment, and Lall sll was accordingly deposed, and removed under 
our protection to Hindostan. The government was now entrusted 
to a commission of chiefs, and the question pressed as to the arrange- 
ments contemplated by them on our retirement. After much equi- 
vocation and delay, it was determined to ask of us to permit an army 
of ten thousand men to remain at Lahore during the minority of the 
maharajah, our commissioner virtuaily to exercise the functions of 
vuzeer. To this we assented, the Sikhs defraving all the charges of 
our troops, amounting to a quarter of a million sterling annually. 
The maharajah is now a child of seven years old ; and for the next 
ten years at least the Punjaub is in the hands of the British Govern- 
ment, and controiled by a British army.’ The Sikh government 
have ‘thus voluntarily undertaken to defray the extra charges of an 
army at Lahore, which for our own eon we must have main- 
tained at any rate on the frontier. Just as the army on the Indus 
was about to be reduced from 22,000 to 14,000 men, a foray of the 
Booghtie tribe from the mountains has driven in our outposts and 
compelled a whole cavalry regiment to retire. The enemy were 
computed at 2000 on their first avpearance in the field. They suc- 
ceeded in ravaging numerous villages, carrying off the sheep and 
cattle in the face of our troops. A wing of the 4th Rifles, Jacob’s 
Scinde Horse, and Fitzgerald’s Camel Corps were on their way to 
reinforce Shahpore at the date of last despatches. 

Scinne. — The ravages of pestilence in Upper Scinde are quin- 
quennial, Sir Charles Napier continues at Kurrachee, where the 
climate is healthy He is expected at Bombay in February on his 
way to England; the government of Scinde to be entrusted to a civil 
commission, preparatery, it is to be hoped, to its final abandonment. 
Matters at Cabool would seem to be in’ a ‘better condition than for- 
merly. The Ghilzie chief who had so long been annoying the go- 
vernment had intimated his desire for a cessation of hostilities, and 
in token of the sincerity of his intentions had sent his son as a pledge 
of his future peaceable behaviour. A vakeel from the British go. 
vernment was said to be on his way to the Cabool chief, though the 
nature of his mission was unknown. A present of horses and fruits 
for the governor-general left Cabool on ‘the 1st October. The 

overnor-general was, at the latest dates, still on the left bank of the 

eeas, where it was supposed he would remain till rejoined by Mr. 
Currie, ‘from Lahore. The commander-in-chief of India was en 
route for Loodhiana, and was expected to reach Delhi by the 20th of 
January. 

Bomnay.—The arrival of the new governor, Mr. Clerk, from Cal- 
cutta, is expected about the end of February. Our present acting 
governor continues to enjoy the greatest popularity. Our respected 
commander-in-chief, Sir T. McMahon, takes his departure for Eng- 
land by the steamer of the Ist February. His successor has not yet 
been named, ; 

Mapras. — The Marquis of Tweeddale has been on a visit to the 
coast. His lordship was last heard of from Tellicherry, from which 
place he intended returning to the Neilgherries, where he would

at Canton. . 

Mouumein, — Captain Durand, commissioner in the Tenasserim 
provinces, has been removed, and been succeeded by Mr. J. R. Col- 
vin, late resident at Nepaul. We believe that Mr. J. P. Grant was 
the first intended for the post, but his presence in the Mysore terri- 
tories continues to be required by the financial disorganisation of the 
rajah’s ‘treasury, and an opportunity has thus been given to the col- 
lectors, of singular coincidences, who have been jotting down the 
alternate successions of Lords Ellenborough and Auckland, to 
ininute a bit of fact about the private secretaries of those noblemen. 
Captain Durand, as we are told, returns to his regiment — to duties 
which he has before iilustrated by active, zealous, and able discharge, 
and from which he cannot, more than ourselves, regret that routine 
patronage removed him to others that will furnish so unpleasant a 
reminiscence in his career. We have our doubts, however, if a poli- 
tical place will not be found for the late commissioner by the time he 
prepares to join his military duties. 


Carr or Goon Hore, —We have received Cape journals to the 
date of December 5. The “ Graham's Town Journal” of Nov. 28. 
contains the following news from the frontier :— 


Received information from the north-east boundary, dated 21st instant, from 
which it a pears that a despatch had just reached the colony, for the governor, 
from the diplaavatie agent, W. Fynn, now in the Amaponda country, and it ap- 
pears that two out of three messengers entrusted therewith were destroyed by 
the way, Further particulars from the same quarter state that the poor men 
were shot by a party oi Boers at the Kei Drift. They were sitting on the ground 
when attacked, and were mistaken, it must be supposed, for Kaftirs ; but still the 
attack appears to have been so thoughtlessly made, that the government is called 
upon by every principle of justice and humanity to cause a rigid inquiry iuto the 
whole of the circumstances attending the case. One man escaped by concealing 
pean in the water among reeds, with only his mouth and nostrils exposed for 
a $ He remained in this perilous'and painful situation from noon until sunset, 
eee succeeded in effecting his escape with part of the despatches, which he 
picked up on the spot where they were at the moment of attack.,

his attack, narrowly escaped being intercepted by the enemy. We have also an 
account purporting that an attempt was made on Monday last, the 23d instant, b 
the Katirs to intercept a convoy of mule waggons, on their way with sup lies 
from Fort Ped ie to Colonel Somerset's camp on the Gualana. It deme (Hit 
the escort, consisting of 18 men, were inside these Waggons, and consequentiy 
were nut seen by the Kafirs, the later probably considered they were without a 
guard. Bethis as it may, the Kafirs presented themselves in such force that it 
was not thought prudent to proceed; wheeling round, therefore, the convoy 
succeeded in getting back at a sharp pace to Fort Peddie without injury. 


Breton, the captain-general of Catalonia, had shot four Carlist 
prisoners; and Tristany had informed him that he would make re- 
prisals, by shooting all the prisoners that fell into histhands. The 
tranquillity prevailing in Navarre und the Basque provinces was not 
expected to be of long continuance. 

Prusyta, Jan. 18.—The following are all the hints we have been 
able to gather of the long-expected constitution. The several states 
(Landstande) are to be collected into one chamber; but as to the 
number of members, reports are various. The former minister, 
Count Arnim, is named as the president. We can say little of the 
privileges of the chamber; but it seems that its general duty will be 
merely deliberative, and that its votes will be demanded only on cer- 
tain occasions, such as the granting of loans and taxes. ‘I'he orders 
of aristocracy, citizens, and countrymen will be represented in the 
chamber, so that the latter two orders will about balance the former 
one. ‘Though the extension of municipal privileges is slight, yet it 
will be hailed with joy as a first step towards a Prussian constitution. 
A grand master is to be chosen for the order of St, John, in the place 
of the late Prince Henry. Wheiher this office will be salaried or 
not, remains uncertain. 

Che “ Journal des Debats” publishes the following letter, dated 
Berlin, 24th ult., which may be interesting to the amateurs of cigars: 
—‘ The manufacturers of cigars in this capital have addressed a peti- 
tion to the police authorities, praying them to revoke the ordinance 
which forbids smoking in the streets of Berlin. The petitioners 
state that if the prohibition be maintained, they shall be obliged to 


dismiss a considerable number of their operatives, and they offer, if 


their request be accorded, to contribute 10,000 thalers (15004. 
British) towards the charitable institutions of the capital. 

The prisons of Berlin are so crowded, that the central prison, cal- 
culated for the confinement of 500, has 600 in it; and it has become 
necessary to appropriate part of the debtors’ prison to the incarcera- 
tion of criminals. The present number of police officers is found in- 
sufficient for the maintenance of order in the capital, and it is in con- 
templation to form a burgher-guard of 1400 men. 

Germany.—We find the following in a Swiss journal of the 27th 
Dec., under the head of Mannheim: —‘* A few days ago a person 
who is unknown took his seatin a carriage of the railroad with a ticket 
for Carlsruhe, An instant afterwards three other well-dressed per- 
sons entered the same carriage, ‘They strangled the person who got 
in first, and, having robbed him, got out of the carriage at Heidel- 
berg and went away. When the train stopped at Carlsruhe the crime 
was discovered. ‘Ihe murdered man was in the corner of the car- 
riage apparently asleep, with his hat forced down upon his face. When 
it was attempted to wake him he was dead.” 

A letter from Kiel ( Holstein) states that MM. Hansen, civil en- 
gineer, and Volckers, inspector of forests, have succeeded in invent- 
inga steam-engine, which, they state, will not consume more than 
the eighth part of the fuel usually required. 

Cracow, Jan. 22. — The Russian troops on the borders of this 
town have received an increase of numbers. A few days ago, it was 
joined by a considerable number of Circassians from Warsaw. T'he 
territory of this ex-free state will be incorporated with the Austrian 
line of customs on the 29th inst. 

Russia.— According to the “ Beersen-halle,” of the 23d Jan., the 
“mperor of Russia has sigaified his displeasure to the nobles of the 
provinces of the Baltic, for having raised complaints against the in- 
fringements made on their privileges, their religion, and their nation- 
ality. He signified to them that subjects had no business to speak of 
rights when it was their duty to obey unconditionally the orders of 
their sovereign. At the same time the emperor enumerated the 
many advantages he had accorded to the Baltic provinces, especially 
to the nobles. He concluded by requesting them to turn a deaf ear 
to the insinuations of Germany, and promises to examine into the 
cause of their complaints, 

Tue Brazits. — The Express packet arrived at Falmouth on 
Thursday evening, with mails from Rio Janeiro. She sailed on the 
16th ult., bringing on freight 20,0001. in gold. The Express left at 
Rio her Majesty's ships Curacoa, Crescent, and Griffin. ‘The only 
intelligence we can glean from that quarter is, that affairs would re- 
main tn statu quo until further advices were received from England. 
In respect of the misunderstanding with the American officers and 
the Brazilian government, nuthing had been settled, On the Em- 
peror’s birthday, the 2d of December, the United States frigate 
Columbia, with the broad pendant of Commodore Rousseau, neither 
saluted nor made any other demonstration of rejoicing, and it was 


fully understood that no further official transactions would be held 
with the American minister until advices were received from the 
Washington cabinet. ‘The Columbia sailed on the 3d for the River 
Plate. Three transports with about 800 troops, under convoy of the ` 
United States ship Preble, sailed on the 30th of November from Rio 
for San Francisco (California). They are described as a very motley 
groups consisting of outcasts of all nations. Several deserted whilst 
at Rio. 

Tue River Prare.—Lord Howden left London for Paris on 
Friday, the 28th ult. The object of his lordship’s visit to the French 
metropolis is to receive the final assent of the cabinet of the Tuileries 
to the modifications which may be necessary to terminate satisfac- 
torily to all parties the hostilities on the River Plate. Lord How- 
den’s departure for South America, as British minister at the court 
of Brazil, was deemed a fitting opportunity for the two governments 
acting in concert to arm him with powers and instructions to bring 
the*quarrels of the belligerent republics to a peaceful adjustment. 

ERLIN, Jan. 25.—The second number of the “ Bulletin of the 
Laws,” published this day, contains a convention between the Ger- 
man custom- house on one side, and Belgium on the other, for the 
suppression of smuggling at Liebitsch. A bridge is to be erected 
across Drewenz, with the sanction of the Russian government, 
Hitherto the communication between the two shores has been carried 
on by means of a Russian ferry, but which was wholly inadequate to 
the activity of the business, The Russian government is to be in- 
perp tees for the Joss of this ferry by a certain portion of the bridge 
oll. 

CONSTANTINOPLE, JAN. 7. — Sheik Effendi is to proceed to-day by 
Lloyd’s steamer to Trieste, on his appointment as ambassador to the 
court of Rome. Before entering on his diplomatic duties, he will 
proceed from ‘Trieste to Rome, by way of Ancona, to salute the Pope 
on the part of the Sublime Porte, on his accession to the throne, and 
to propose the re-establishment of a commercial relation between the 
Porte and the Papal chair. In the existing treaty between Russia 
and Persia, it is a well-known fact that the harbours of the Caspian 
Sea are to be visited only by Russian men- of-war, but not by Per- 
sian. Asurabad only was exempted in favour of Persia. Russia, 
however, now demands that even this exception shall cease. Persia 
withstood for some time; but as Russia at last threatened war, it 
yielded ; and thus the Russian fleet is now absolute master of the 
whole Caspian Sea. The number of German vessels which visit the 
Archipelago and Black Sea increases considerably every year. In 
the year 1846, the number amounted to 125, 60 of which were from 
the free Hansetowns, and the remaining 65 from the harbours of 
North and East Germany. 

Stutrrcarp. — On the 24th of January, the Prince Royal and his 
Consort, the Grand Duchess Olga, were placed in the most immi- 
nent danger. The horses of the sledge which conveyed their Royal 
Highnesses ran away, and the driver was thrown from his seat. 
Happily the Prince had the presence of mind to seize the reins with 
one hand, and with the other to hold back the Princess, who wanted 
to jump out of the sledge. In a few moments his Royal Highness 
obtained the complete mastery over the terrified animals, alighted 
safely, and returned to his residence with the Princess. 

Posen, Jan. 21. — Several persons implicated in the Polish pro. 
ceedings have lately been released. It was generally believed that 
the proceedings were drawing to a close; but the day before yester- 
day one of the most distinguished Polish landowners in this pro- 
vince, Searrin von Ostrouski, was arrested and conveyed to Berlin, 
so that all hopes begin to vanish. ‘The gendarme Kromorkienski, 
who was wounded by a suspicious person whom he attempted to 
arrest, has died of his wounds. ‘lhe conjecture that the murderer is 
a Polish emissary, seems to be confirmed. 

Turkey.—The Porte has addressed a letter to M. de Bourqueney, 
complaining of the manner in which the Bey of Tunis was received 
at Paris. By this reception, privileges had been granted to the Bey 
which, as given to one of its vassals, it was impossible for the Porte 
to recognise. The fact that the Bey was admitted to the audience 
without the presence of the resident Turkish ambassador, is the chief 
subject of complaint. ‘The reply of the French ambassador justifies 
the conduct of his government, on the ground that the representation 
of Turkey was as yet new in France; that besides, it was for the 
most part not filled up. This answer is considered singular, because 
just at the time the Key was at Paris the Turkish ambassador was 
likewise there, and consequently the excuse was not suitable in this 
case. With respect to the recentness of the embassy, it is believed 
that this can have no influence on the character of an ambassador, 
and the dignity of the court represented. M. Bourqueney’s answer 
will, therefore, unquestionably lead to a further reply on the part of 
the Porte. 

Betcium.—Brussets, Jan. 25.—The constant rise in the price of 
wheat and rye in this country begins to inspire no inconsiderable 
alarm, it being a fact that the price is higher now than during any 
other period since the famine years of 1816 and 1817. It is feared 
also that the important measures just passed in the British House of 
Commons will tend not only to keep up the prices in this country, 
but to render them still higher. It may be stated that the average 
price of wheat in Belgium, from the year 1819 to 1830, was 15f. 51c. ; 
from 1831 to 1835, 17f. 36c. ; from 1836 to 1840, 19f. 27c.; and from 
1841 to 1845, 19f. 97c. The general average price during the year 
1846 was 24f. 26c. ; and at present it is above 27f., whilst rye, which 
at any other time since 1817 never attained 18f. is now above aif. 
Corn may be admitted duty free into this country at present, but the 
navigation or differential duty laws are still maintained, and govern- 
ment, moreover, no longer affords the facilities of cheap railway 
conveyance for imports of corn, It is fully expected, that if the 
price of corn should still continue to rise, some modification of the 
navigation laws (similar to that lately adopted in France), if not a 
total suspension of them, will be proposed by ministers, 

Mexico,—'lhe London packet-ship Northumberiand, Capt. Gres- 
wold, arrived on Wednesday, She brought the important informa- | 
tion that the Mexican Congress has decreed that they will not think 
or treat of peace until every hostile foot has cleared Mexican soil, 
and every vessel that lines her coast is withdrawn. 

A MERICA.— THe Lann or Linerry.— The Hutchinson family 
having advertised one of their concerts to take place on the 30th of 
December, at the Musical Fund Hall, Philadelphia, they were 
warned by the mayor that if they persisted in singing anti-slavery 
songs, ana in admitting coloured persons, there wouid, in all proba- 
bility, be a riot. The Hutchinsons would mae no alteration either 
in their performances or in their custom of admitting coloured audi- 
tors. In consequence, the trustees of the fund had refused the use 
of the room, and the concert was abandoned.

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InELAND—lIreland in the present, Ireland in the future, engrosses 
the attention of the legislature. Motions are postponed, debates 
staved off, opposition withheld, that the time, and the thoughts, 
and the energies of the senate may be concentrated upon the one 
great evil—the one vast calamity that has prostrated the unhappy 
sister island. And it is right that it should be so; it is right that 
the cries of suffering humanity should be heard above all the ap- 
peals of speculative statesmen and political economists, of re- 
formers, schemers, and state physicians. There are not, it is true, 
journalists and others wanting who assert that the representations 
of the progress of the famine are exaggerated—that the Irish 
themselves, who might be active, are supine; that the funds of the 
savings banks are augmenting, while England is draining her de- 
posits for Irish benefit; that the Irish journals and the leading 
Repealers continue to abuse this country; and that we are but 
laying up fresh store of ingratitude in bosoms that not even Sa- 
maritanism will reconcile to the hated Saxon. But however ac- 
ceptable these allegations may be to people who are always glad 
of an excuse for drawing close their purse-strings, the falsehood 
as regards the charge of exaggeration has been most painfully 
demonstrated by an agent of the British Relief Association de- 
puted to Ireland, who, in a report that has been published, has 
piled fact upon fact of the most oppressive and heart-rending 
nature. Famine, it is clear, stalks through the length and breadth 
of the unhappy land, and all the noble efforts of the local govern- 
ment, and the landlords, and the relief committees, aided by the 
shipments of food and remittances of money from this country, 
can only clog, without arresting its fearful strides. 

On Monday the debate on the second reading of the Labouring 
Poor (Ireland) Bill came on. It afforded an occasion for those 
who disapproved of the course taken by the Government during 
the recess to urge their objections, Mr. B. Osborne ard Mr. W. 
S. O’Brien opened the fire, disapproving of the proposed advances 
for the purchase of seed, asking for money for railway purposes, 
and a good poor Jaw that should afford out-door relief. Mr. 
Roebuck, boiling over with antipathy to Ireland, deprecated the 
whole of the Government measures; Culonel Conolly was against 
the waste lands’ plan of reclamation; Mr. Hume against votes of 
money, until an estimate had been pre pared, and against the do- 
minant Irish Church. The Chancellor of the Exchequer put an 
end to the debate for the night by an urgent and feeling appeal to 
the house to aid Ireland in her dreadful extremity. 

That the poorest country in Europe (said he) should have been 
visited with such a calamity — that she should have had such a visi- 
tation of Providence as that her food should have been destroyed to 
the amount of 15,000,000/. sterling, was a fact that, when stated, 
must command the sympathy of every member of the house. 
There might have been abuses in that country; the landlords might 
have misbehaved themselves to any extent; but at a time when it 
could not be concealed from the House that there were hundreds 
dying of famine from week to week, they could not stop to scruti- 
nise such acts with a close eye. It was with pain which he could ill 
describe that he was compelled to read the horrifying accounts which 
the government were daily receiving from Ireland. No local fund 
could provide for the desperate state of things that prevailed. It was 
a national visitation, in which they must to a large and considerable 
extent come forward to the assistance of their suffering brethren. 
He did not believe that this country would be unwilling to extend 
its aid under such circumstances. ie was, he hoped, a temporary 
calamity, and that before next harvest supplies would come in miti- 
gation of it. But there were some months before them, in which it 
was impossible but that the sufferings would be severe. . He hoped 
that from this country and from Scotland no indisposition would be 
shown to render assistance. At the same time he must impress 
upon Irish gentlemen that they had an imperative duty to perform, 
and that if the people of this country gave aid they must call upon 
them for their personal assistance, No pecuniary sacrifice would 
avail unless the aid given was distributed through the means and 
agency of persons resident upon the spot. ‘They alone could know 
who were the destitute; they alone could visit the cabins of those 
who were perishing from want of food, of shelter, avd of clothing ; 
they alone could ascertain the full wretchedness of those miserable 
cabins, of which a person who had visited some himself jn person 
had given him a description, in which he had mentioned the appalling 
fact, that having entered into six of them successively he had in each 
found a corpse lying on the floor. He could not convey to the 
House the feelings under which he attempted to advert to those 
matters. He only wished he could convey to them his sense of the 
imperative necessity which existed for united exertions among all 
persons resident in Ireland, together with the utmost charitable 
assistance that could be afforded from private sources; and as no 
private resources could be adequate to the extent of the misfortune, 
also from public and national resources. 

On Tuesday night the debate was resumed. Several Irish 
members had much to say ; each had his panacea for the ills of 
the country, but all were agreed that something must be done 
immediately. Mr. Labouchere, in an able speech, exhibited the 
actual posture of affairs, and complained that the Government 
was not cordially and generally supported by the Irish gentry. 
Sir Robert Peel was very amiable upon the occasion. He would 
not offer the slightest objection to anything, although he had his 
reservations ; he eulogised the Irish ladies, begged the noble lord 
at the head of the Government to ‘ consider well” before he at- 
tempted to drain Irish bogs, postponed observations on bills not 
before the House, and hoped the Labour Rate: Act would pass 
without delay. Sir Robert Peel’s speech was a fine piece of 
coquetry. His course resembles that of the experienced gambler, 
who lets his unwary adversary win at first, only to reconcile him 


controversy upon the appropriateness of any site that may be 


to the loss of his whole fortune as the game advances. The 
Poor and the Relief Bills were read a second time and committed 
for Thursday. 

The subject of affording assistance in the construction of Irish 
railways is likely to be pressed upon the attention of the Govern- 
ment after the temporary measures of relief have been carried in 
committee. Lord George Bentinck has explained his views to 
his friends and the Irish members, and Lord Kinnaird has written 
a letter to Lord Clarendon pointing out a method by which the 
required aid may be securely afforded. His lordship suggests 
that the lines for which bills have been obtained should be leased 
at 6 per cent. on a fixed capital. 

Whatever apprehensions may have been entertained for the 
welfare of the Church upon Lord John Russell’s accession to 
power, appearances favour the belief that the Premier is rather 
inclined to the extension than the limitation of the influence of 
the establishment. A commission has been appointed to consider 
the state of the several bishoprics in England and Wales, and it is 
understood that four new bishops are to be created without seats 
in Parliament, but to succeed to seats as vacancies occur. The 
commission includes seven church dignitaries and the lord pri- 
mate is appropriately placed at its head. 

The Duke de Sotomayor has failed in his attempt to construct 
a Spanish Cabinet, and the office has therefore been entrusted to 
the Marquis of Girona. This nobleman, though of a most ac- 
commodating disposition, had not completed the work when the 
last advices were received from Spain; but why or where any 
difficulty should exist we are at a loss to guess. Spanish cabinets 
of whatever materials are destined to so brief an existence, under 
all circumstances, that almost any temporary patch-work would 
seem to answer the purpose, 

An event has occurred in Germany which appears to sug- 
gest the very great importance of establishing means of com- 
munication between railway passengers and railway guards : — 

A person whose name is unknown, took his seat at Mannheim in a 
railroad carriage with a ticket for Carlsruhe. ‘lhree other indi- 
viduals of respectable appearance shortly afterwards placed them- 
selves in the same carriage, strangled the first, rifled his pockets, and 
quitted the carriage at Heidelberg. ‘The crime was not discovered 


until the train arrived at Carlsruhe, when the man was found in the 


corner of the carriage dead and already cold. This crime appears to 
be unique in the annals of railroads, 


Not very long ago a lunatic in one of our railway carriages 
very seriously assaulted a fellow passenger, and might have 
murdered him, had not the resistance offered been too much for 
the assailant. We have since thought that a line of tubes sus- 
ceptible, like engine hose, of unscrewing when carriages have to 
be separated, or a communicator on the principle of an alarm 
bell, might be constructed to advertise guards of any very pressing 
necessity for the immediate stoppage of the train. We can im- 
agine a variety of emergent cases (and have experienced a few) 
in which instant communication with the guard might be of the 
last consequence to human health, if not to human life. A plat- 
form leading from one carriage to another, and railed to prevent 
persons falling over in a transit, would not be without its uses. 

So the Wellington statue is to come down? Lord Morpeth, 
in answer to Captain Polhill the other night, intimated that the 
Government had signified their wish to the sub-committee that it 
should be removed. But his lordship. did-not add that the Go- 
vernment had suggested whither it was to go. That’s the diffi- 
culty. The present locality is deemed objectionable ; but no one 
is prepared with one that is unexceptionable. The only spot 
deemed eligible in the vicinity of the Horse Guards has been 
abandoned on account of the incapacity of the soil to endure the 
ponderous base of the monster statue. We foresee a very pretty

DISTRESS IN IRELAND. 


Tue signal failure of the ministry in Irish affairs, both in their 
practice during the recess and in the measures proposed to Par- 
liament, has forced the leader of the Opposition to adopt the un- 
usual course of proposing a measure, not for the purpose of em- 
barrassing the Minister, but really as the best yet proposed for 
the abatement of the sufferings of that unfortunate country. 

Lord George Bentinck has been about thirty years in Parlia- 
ment. During that time the principles of the bullionists, that is 
to say, the interests of the usurers, have been predominant in the 
legislature, to the serious loss of the industrious classes of the 
community. It is probably owing to this circumstance that Lord 
George, who has been better instructed, finds an obstruction to his 
plan by a supposed difficulty in finding the necessary money. He 
is even so hampered by the absurdities he has heard from his late 
leader Sir Robert Peel upon this subject, that he confounds capital 
and money, as if they were the same, and talks in the common- 
place way of the Government paying interest for money. He 
ought to know, as most of our readers do, that money is only the 
representative of property, adopted to facilitate its exchange,—and 
that this money can only be created by the Government, who ac- 
cording to this theory are to pay interest, and not by the money- 
dealer who would receive it. 

Whatever may be the amount required for any rational and 
useful expenditure in Ireland, Jet the Government issue the 
amount in Exchequer Bills-of 1l. each, not bearing interest ; so 
that, with the assistance of silver change, they might be actually 
paid for labour, and not to the intermediate money-dealer ; these

SALTILLO. 


We have received sketches of the head-quarters of the respective 
generals, Mexican and American, that have arrayed their forces 
against each other on the hot and sandy plains of Mexico. The 
latest news, that the Congress of the invaded country has determined 
not to treat for peace until every inch of the country is evacuated, 
and every blockading ship withdrawn from the coasts, will be seen in

obstinately persisted in, we, who know a little of the Mexican cha- 
racter, have little doubt, Here, however, our purpose is not so much 
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to detail the passing events as to describe the position of the two 
armies. General Taylor, at the head of about five thousand men, 
holds Saltillo. This town is situated in the heart of the province of 
New Mexico, on the Atlantic slope of the ascent to the high table 
land on which the city of Mexico stands. The distance of this latter 
from Saltillo is about 650 miles, which would require at least five 
weeks, under the most favourable circumstances, for an army to 
traverse it. General Taylor, however, with a deficiency of military 
supplies, would not attempt the march ; and it is not likely that a 
worse condition of his troops, and a destitute treasury, will allow 
Santa Anna to follow his spirit and proceed to attack the Americans 
at Saltillo. Santa Anna at present occupies San Luis Potosi, a 
town and district situated about midway between the city of Mexico 
and Saltillo. Nothing is known of the contemplated movements of

viding the sinews of war. Many of the United States papers, also, 
are beginning to advocate peace, and some express certain Misgivings 
that are best told by themselves. Thus they say — ** ‘The success of 
our army —and it has been everywhere successful — brings no sub- 
stantial resources to our cause. We have advanced as conquerors 
into the heart of New Mexico and New Leon, aud our flag is flying 
at all the strong points in California, on the Pacific ; the bloody con- 
test in assaulting Monterey, in New Leon, is the only feat of arms 
of recent occurrence; in California and New Mexico no opposition 
whatever was offered to the American occupation. But these various 
conquests do not produce any perceptible effect upon the issue of the 
war. We hear of no overtures for peace, no discouragement, on the 
part of the Mexican rulers or the Mexican people. The latest dates 
trom Monterey are of the 29th ult. Santa Anna, with a large force, 
had reached Saltillo, with a determination to defend that important 
post to the last. Rumour places his force at 13,000 men, and as his 
army, whatever it may be, will be reinforced by that with which Am- 
pudia evacuated Monterey —computed by our officers, who witnessed 
the marching forth of the several divisions, at 7000 men—this would 
make an effective force of 20,000 men at Saltillo, commanded by the 
ablest of the Mexican generals. All we can say in addition is, that 
we hope to see peace established with honour to both parties; and 
this would have been no difficult matter at the present time, if, in the 
moment of triumph at their first successes, the American govern- 
ment had not somewhat rudely refused England’s mediation. This, 
we consider, was most unwise; but people, like individuals, must 
have their histories to teach them experience. Now, we prognosticate 
a costly sacrifice either of money or demands on the part of the Ame- 
ricans, whilst the Mexicans will gain all the advantage of an increased 
sympathy from the looker-on in all parts of the globe.

this branch of architectural decoration, Mr. Wyatt proceeded to 
show its admirable adaptation to architectural purposes, and the 
great elegance and durability of some recently manufactured ¢esera, 
a quality which rendered the use of mosaic, in places of great traffic, 
ultimately cheaper than common floor-cioth. Instances were given 
dn favour of the use of mosaic for the decorations of floors, walls, 
&c., and from the very beautiful specimens exhibited, it seemed to 
be no longer doubtful that the British artist would, at no distant 
period, be capable of entering into competition with the ancients in 
this branch of decorative art. Although a vast number of drawings 
from various parts of Europe were submitted to the meeting, it hap- 
pened, curiously enough, that the finest specimen of Mosaic in Bu- 
rope, and that not a mile from the society’s rooms, was altogether 
omitted. Attention, however, was subsequently called to this fact 
by a gentleman present. lt appears that in front of the high altar of 
Westminster Abbey, covered up with mattings and other rubbish so 
abundant in that church, this precious gem is to be found. We dare 
to say that few people in London are aware of the existence of this 
interesting specimen of ancient art. It is, if any were now wanting, 
the crowning cause of complaint against the authorities of West- 
minster Abbey. We trust the future visitors to this venerable pile 
will, without any exception, demand the removal of the matting, and 
endeavour to teach the cognoscenti of the church that the pavement 
below is somewhat more valuable than hewn stone. 
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CENTRAL CRIMINAL COURT. - 


Ou Couar. — Tuieves IN a Hocsnean, — Robert Glenroy and 
Malcolm Greme were indicted for a burglary in the house of Mrs, 
Taylor, and stealing twenty-nine spoons and other articles, The 
particulars of this case appeared in our police reports, It will be re- 
collected that the prisoners were found concealed in an empty hogs- 
head on the premises. ‘he evidence was quite clear, and the pri- 
soneis were sentenced to ten years’ transportation. 

The grand jury came into court with a number of bills, and among 
them the one against Dr. Lovell and Mrs. Betts, for the man- 
slaughter of the niece of the latter, under the circumstances alluded 
to by the recorder in his charge to the grand jury on Monday. ‘This 
bill was ignored. l 

New Courr.—A Jury at Issue WITH THE JUDGES AS TO WHAT 
CONSTITUTES A Fetony.—John Sibley, a farmer's servant, aged 22, 
was indicted for having stolen 99lbs. of split beans, the property of 
his employer, Mr. George Lambert. ‘The prisoner was sent by his 
master with a horse and cart to London, with instructions to call on 
his return at Watson's wharf for 15cwt. of beans; he did so, and on 
the prosecutor re-weighing them, he found a deficiency of 991lbs., for 
which the prisoner accounted by saying that the horse had consumed 
them on the journey. Mr. Horry, for the prisoner, contended that 
there was no evidence to show that the prisoner had received the full 
weight at the wharf, and that an allowance ought to be made for the 
quantity consumed by the horse. ‘I'he learned judge said the horse 
must have a wonderfully capacious stomach if the defence was an 
honest one. It would be impossible for the horse to eat two bushels 
of beans in the time without killing itself. ‘The common sergeant, 
in summing up, said it had been decided by all the judges that if a 
servant gave food to his master’s horse without his knowledge or 
consent, he was guilty of felony; and even supposing it to be pos- 
sible that the horse had eaten all the beans in question, the prisoner 
must show that he had his master’s leave to give them to the animal, 
or he must be found guilty. The jury, however, immediately 
acquitted the prisoner. 

Wepxespay. — Francis Olifieves was convicted of stealing two 
brooches and two rings, value 400/., the property of Mr. Linnett, a 
jeweller in Argyll Street. T'he prisoner, it will be recollected by the 
readers of our police reports, obtained the articles under pretence of 
submitting them to her Majesty, and then pawned them. The Hon, 
Miss Kerr, who is in constant attendance on her Majesty, and Col, 
Anson, also of the royal suite, proved that the prisoner had no 
authority to act as he had done. Sentence was deferred. 
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Court or Excurquer.—Tne ATTORNEY-GENERAL Vv. Burton, 
— This was an information filed on behalf of the customs depart- 
ment, to recover penalties alleged to have been incurred by the de- 
fendant, a chemist at Hull, for having harboured and illegally un- 
shipped a large quantity of unmanufactured tobacco, upon which the 
duty had not been paid. On the 29th of July last, it appeared that a 
custom-house officer, named Gloddoe, in consequence of information 
he had previously received, proceeded with some revenue boatmen to 
Aldborough, which he reached about midnight, and passing through 
a field discovered the defendant seated in a small chaise. Having 
been acquainted with each other before, the defendant stated that he 
knew the object of Gleddoe’s visit, but that the vessel would not land 
her cargo that night. ‘The officer, however, was not dissuaded from 
endeavouring to effect his purpose, but proceeded at once to the 
beach, which was near, and there detected no less than twenty bales 
of unmanufactured tobacco, which had just before been landed from 
a vessel called the Rising Sun. The officer subsequently found 
twenty morg bales amongst the cliffs; and twenty-four bales, con- 
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cealed near the place, were pointed out by the defendant himself, 
who said the tobacco had cost 1/. a bale over the water, and he would 
have had it in his chaise on its way to Hull, if the officer had arrived 
an hour later. The value of the 64 bales seized was about 639/., and 
their weight 4063 lbs. Mr. W. Chambers, Q.C., who appeared for 
the defendant, contended that the charge of illegally unshipping the 
tobacco was not proved, as the place where the defendant was seen in 
his chaise was a mile from the beach where the tobacco was landed. 
The lord chief baron, in summing up, told the jury that, if a person 
was concerned in unshipping, by being a party and assisting others 
in having the goods unshipped, he was made responsible by the sta- 
tute, although he happened to be 1000 miles from the spot where the 
goods were actually landed. The jury at once returned a verdict for 
the crown for 1917/., being the full amount of the penalties claimed, 
and treble the value of the tobacco.

MARLBOROUGH Sraret.—New Feature IN LEGAL EVIDENCE. — 
Mr. Bingham, the recently-appointed magistrate to this court, on 
Tuesday had occasion to lay down a rule in relation to evidence which 
appears to be novel in principle, and directly opposed to the practice 
which has hitherto governed magistrates in their reception of evi- 
dence. The rule has hitherto been to declare the testimony of a wife 
in tavour of her husband, and vice versa, inadmissible. Two parties 
yesterday raised a question about certain duplicates, and the property 
relating thereto, and Mr. Bingham was called upon to decide which 
party was to have the property. A female named Hazard stated that 
a person named Taylor had received certain duplicates from her, by 
way of collateral security. Taylor had promised to discount a bill 
for 20l. for her. She brought ‘Taylor a bi:l for 12}, and Taylor pro- 
mised to give her the money for it. ‘Taylor, according to her allega- 
tion, did not keep his promise, and he gave no money for the bill. 
The complainant Hazard applied for a return of the duplicates, and 
was told by Taylor he had lost the whole of them. Having subse- 
quently ascertained that this was not true, and that Taylor had re- 
deemed some of the most valuable portions of the property, she came 
here to make her complaint in the presence of ‘Taylor. Having re- 
peated her story that the bill for 12/, had not been cashed by Taylor, 
the answer of Taylor was that he had given money for the bill, and 
that he had a witness of the fact, that witness being his wife. 

Mr. Bingham said it had been hitherto customary to reject the 
testimony of the wife on behalf of her husband ; but as the legislature 
had recently exhibited a disposition to relax this law, and had in the 
new Act for the recovery of small debts allowed the wife to give evi- 
dence in favour of her husband, he should certainly extend the sama 
privilege to cases coming before him in his magisterial capacity. He 
therefore wished it to be understood that he intended to allow the 
wife to be received as a competent witness in favour of her husband, 
reserving to himself the right of judging from manner and appear- 
ance how far that testimony should be allowed to operate on the ulti- 
mate decision he might come to. In the present instance he should 
order Mrs. Taylor to appear to-morrow to give evidence on behalf of 
her husband. The case was then adjourned. 

Mansion House. — Ronsery or Diamonns. —On Wednesday 
Robert®Kerr, captain of the barque Levenside, was brought before 
Alderman Johnson, in the custody of John Forrester, the Mansion 
House officer, charged with having stolen two parcels of diamonds of 
the value of 3300/., which were entrusted to him to convey to the 
port of London from Baca. The prisoner had Jeft his vessel and 
came ashore in a boat with the diamonds, and as soon as the persons 
to whom they were consigned learned that the captain had disappeared 
with them, a warrant was put into the hands of John and Daniel 
Forrester, who, after having traced him from place to place with much 
skill and activity, at last pounced upon him in Fiance, and hurried 
him away to London with great expedition, having found upon him 
about 3002, some of which was in Bank of England notes, which 
had been paid in the Commercial Bank for a cheque drawn for the 
amount for a portion of the diamonds, Mr. Peachey, from the house 
of Messrs. Oliverson, Lavie, and Co., of the Old Jewry, appeared 
for the prosecution, but did not enter into the details, John Forrester 
having only just arrived with his prisoner, and no opportunity having 
presented itself as yet for collecting the materials on which the war- 
rant was founded. He was accordingly remanded till Tuesday next. 
The prisoner, it was stated in the justice room, was plundered of 
almost all the ‘money he possessed himself of by the robbery before 
he quitted town, with the exception of that which John Forrester 
took from him, and forty guineas, the price which he gave for a gold 
watch upon selling the diamonds, 
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CRIMES AND CASUALTIES. 


Goon OnanGES MADE FROM Ban, — At an inquest held on Satur- 
day in St. Giles’s, Mr. Wakiey told the jury thot he had discovered a 
manufactory of oranges, at which bad oranges could be made into 
apparently good ones. ‘The process employed was submitting unripe 
and inferior oranges to the action of steam, or parboiling them. 
This made them swell, filled out their rinds, and made them thin, 
the usual external sign that the fruit was good. To give them the 
last polish, and heighten their outward attraction, they were rubbed 
with a greasy piece of flannel, or with something more objectionable. 

Exrensive Rosseny or Gorn anp Sitver. — On ‘Luesday, in- 
formation was circulated thaton Monday night there was stolen from 
the house of Mr. James Clarke, New Street, Lambeth, a rosewood 
writing-desk, brass bound, containing 1854. in sovereigns, and 100/. 
in Bank of England notes of 10/ each, the numbers and dates un- 
known. The robbery is supposed to have been committed by a tall 
thin man in dark clothes, who was seen entering the parlour window, 
which had been left unfastened, and who must have gonc upstairs 
and taken the writing desk from the first floor front room, and left 
the house by the front door, 

ACCIDBNT at Covent GARDEN Tueatre,—On Sunday afternoon, 
an accident of a very serious character happened within the walls of 
Covent Garden Theatre to a labourer named Bushill Molloy. He 
was at work at the time, and was ascending the ladder, when, afier 
having reached about twenty six feet from the ground, he missed his 
footing, and was precipitated with such furce as to fracture his thigh, 
besides receiving several other extensive injuries. He was imme- 
diately removed to the Charing Cross Hospital, where he now lies in 
a very precarious condition. 

Potice Gazerre. — Information was received on Tuesday Ly the 
police, that, on the previous evening, some thieves obtained access, 
by means of skeleton keys, into the house of Mr. Lethbridge, Manor 
Cottage, Kennington Oval, and carried off a quantity of plate, con- 
sisting of silver spoons and forks of every description, acameo brooch, 
a gold hair-brooch set with pearls, a Geneva gold watch, a gold 
brequet chain, with a gold seal and key attached, a morocco purse con- 
taining gə!d and silver moneys to a large amount, a number of other 
articles of valuable jewellery, and a quantity of wearing apparel. 

Farar Accipenr at WHITEHALL. — On Tuesday a poor old 
woman named Ann Green, aged 70, who resided in Wellington 
Place, near Tothill Fields Prison, expired in the Westminster 
Hospital, from injuries received from a carriage. She vas Crossing 
the road at Whitehall, and being very deaf, aid not hear the ap- 
proach of a carriage, although repeatedly called to, and the con- 
sequence was that the pole struck her on the head, and she was 
severely injured. She was taken in an insensible state to the West- 
minster Hospital, where she died from the effects of the wounds. 
No blame appears to attach to the coachman, who is said to have 
done all he could to prevent the accident. 

Swinpiinc.— Beaumont, alias the Hon. Capt. Carnegie, was finally 
examined at the Mansion House on Monday. It will be recollected 
that the principal charge against the prisoner was for having, at dif- 
ferent times, obtained several sums of money, &c., from a gentleman 
named M‘ Bride, under the representation that he was the Hon. Cap- 
tain Carnegie, and a cousin of the Hon. Fox Maule, and that his 
(prisoner's) wife was the Countess Beaumont d’Ossuna, connected 
by blood with the royal family of Spain, &e. ‘To prove the falsehood 
of the above statements of the prisoner, the Hon. Fox Maule and the 
real Hon. Captain Carnegie both stated most positively that they 
knew nothing whatever of the prisoner, and to their knowledge had 
never before seen him,—The prisoner was fully committed to New- 
gate for trial, 


INTERESTING TO MEDICAL MEN. 


JEruer AND its Asust.—Earth hath its bubbles as the water 
hath ; and certainly the inhalation of æther vapour as a complete and 
universal palliative in cases of surgical operations, is a monster one 
of the kind. Like a rocket certainly it has gone up, but after a short 
time we shall be looking out in the dark for the stick. We hope it 
may be found; it wil! make a good barber’s pole, and ifthe promised 
specific ultimately becomes other than a mere dentist’s resource to 
tempt the nervous and timid to submit to a sharp and short operation, 
then will we submit to be deemed an obstruction in the progress of 
human improvement, and liable to be charged with a Dogberry as- 
sumption, richly deserving to be written down an ass. In our hos- 
pitals we are convinced, even in the minor operations of surgery, the 
use of ether will be soon abandoned, as unequal, unmanageable, and 
even dangerous in its general application to all habits and constitu- 
tions alike. We have tried it—we have seen it tried. Over and 
over again have we seen it fail; over and over again have we known 
the patient's convictions during‘and after the operation, formed upon 
the supposed expectations of what his benefactors and deliverers from 
pain would most desire, and many times have we seen a reluctance, 
amounting to a trick of art, on the part of the exhibitors of the æther 
vapour to apply the alleged specific in cases where their conscious 
experience told them the experiment would be a failure, and tell 
against the enormous fiction they were passing off as truth. We fire 
the first shot against the wordspout, Opinion has its vortices, and 
this is one of them. How light must be the minds of the present 
generation of savans, that they have been thus easily s vayed by two 
strong currents of selfishness and ignorance, so as to produce a moral 
phenomenon sufficient in appearance to swamp a small vessel of 
truth, that tnus challenges its consistent ‘reality and true value. In 
the first place, we aflirm that the great majcrity of cases operated upon 
have always evinced more or less of such symptoms which are 
general understood to be expressive of pain. Of the patient’s testi- 
mony after the operation we make light. On. the table he writhes 
and groans. Are there no whispers of disappointment among the 
spectators? Do the leading questions of the surgeon after the 
operation deceive them? The patient may affirm he had ro pain, 
but because he appears unconscious, or alleges no-suffering with the 
mock heroics of a nervously excited temperament, shou'd reasonable 
and sober-minded men spread abroad this excusable self-deception of 
the infirm, as the language and evidence of truth? But from these 
successful cases as they are called, turn to the non-recorded ones— 
those which go, as a correspondent facetiously writes, ‘‘ where the 
patient’s senses ought to have gone—into oblivion.” These are dis- 
tressed, indeed, by the vapour of awther. A thronged operating 
theatre on such occasions is a gallery of mirth. Two or three spec- 
tators, professiona! and non-professional, practically protest against 
the measures by fainting, one after another. Groans and cries of a 
very singular character proceed from the otherwise manly looking 

atient. During the whole operation he is in strong hysterics. He 
is totally unnerved. The surgeon ts also impeded in his operation, 
‘rhe determination of blood to the skin, or its arrest in the capillary 
vessels, occasion each incision to be followed by unusual bleed- 
ing, thus interfering with the proper observation of the situation 
of the parts next to be divided. But the sobbing, blubbering 
patient is most to be pitied. Operations without number, both in 
active military service and civil life, have we seen, but nothing of 
that prostration of moral courage or manly resolution in the patients, 
which characterises the cases where the vapour of æther has failed to 
occasion, that unconsciousness of pain, which the introducers of the 
practice so empirically profess to produce. Nine days is the usual 
term of duration for an idle and empty vanity, but nine weeks the 
widely rumoured panacea has already occupied public attention, and 
promises to hold out even nine weeks longer, or more. This is easily 
accounted for. Our ancestors’ saw, was the experience of very con- 
fined circumstances compared with the present diffusive condition of 
human gossip. Steam and the newspaper press have established a 
wide neighbourhood and an universal acquaintance. Rumour has 
become imyriad-tongued, and the field of her influence has been ex- 
tended. She must encircle the earth before the succession of her 
exposures reaches her last retreat. And so will it be found now as 
regards the disabuse of England's credulity. ‘he next arrival of 
the present date from New York will bring news of repeated failures 
of the new /etherion influence. Our eminent surgeons should re- 
flect upon this. ‘Their own experience might be taken in evidence 
against them to prove their inconsiderate zeal, We wish to impute 
no motives. - We have said that ignorance and selfishness have con- 
tributed to the temporary belief in the extraordinary powers of æther, 
The ignorance we believe to have proceeded from the far West. The 
selfishness is ourown. Opportunity of parade and extending the 
wonderful acquirements and dexterity of self has operated to facili. 
tate the progress of deception and delusion. The public press have 
been full of reported operations under the influence of æther. ‘The 
rejected communications to the editors would fill volumes. We look 
forward, however, to this time next year, and we will answer for it 
that neither the “ London” nor the * London and Provincial Medical 
Directory” will contain the title of one additional communication, in 
which the present universal and over-much attested powers of ther 
will be advocated or alleged. 

St. Mary’s Hosrirat, Papprxatox. — A public dinner took 
place on Tuesday evening at the London ‘Tavern, Bishopsgate 
Street, for the purpose of raising the necessary funds for the com- 
pletion of the above hospital, the foundation stone of which was laid 
rather more thana year ago by his Royal Highness Prince Albert. 
It is intended that the hospital shall be equal in magnitude to any 
other in the kingdom ; and the committee are now in possession of 
ground an acre and a quarter in extent. The building is ultimately 
to contain beds for nearly 400 patients; and the design, supplied by 
Mr. Hopper, the honorary architect, is such as will permit advantage 
to be taken of every improvement which has been recently introduced 
into any other hospital, either in England or on the Continent. 
The estimated cost of erecling and completing the three fourths 
alone of the entire building is 34,000/.; of which sum the cost of 
erecting and completing the portion now in actual progress of erec- 
tion will be 19,000/. ‘The amount already subscribed is 16,8981. 5s. 6d., 
of which 14,3941. 4s. ld. has been expended, leaving a balance of 
25041, 1s. Sd. So that to enuble the committee to complete that por- 
tion of the hospital which is now in progress, further subscriptions 
are required to the amount of 7496/.; in addition to which a still 
further sum of about 3000/. wiil be required to furnish and open it 
for the reception of patients. The foundations for about three 
fourths of the building have been laid; but, at present, the eastern 
portion alone is in progress of erection. ‘That portion will, when 
completed, contain beds for the accommodation of 150 patients ; and 
will comprise the board-room, the chapel, the operating theatre, and 
the other principal offices required for the entire building in its 
finished state. oar - 

The entertainment was of the most sumptuous description. His 
Royal Highness the Duke of Cambridge presided, and after dinner 
the usual loyal and other toasts were drank ; after which, Mr. 
Tatham, the honorary secretary, read the list of donations and sub- 
scriptions of the evening, which amounted to upwards of 17,0007. 

Tur Porato Disease.—Mr. Alfred Smee, the surgeon to the 
Bank of England, had an interview with the Earl of Clarendon, at 
the office of the Board of Trade, yesterday, and exhibited specimens 
of the Aphis Vastator,” the alleged cause of the potato disease, with 
the effects of the insect on the potato and various other plants, 

Tne QUEEN v. Coox.—In this case, which was at the prosecution 
of Mr. Wakley, M.P., Lord Denman delivered judgment. His 
lordship said that the prosecutor had applied for a rule for a criminal 
information against the publisher of the “ Medical Times” for cer- 
tain alleged libels upon him in his capacity of coroner, during the in- 
vestigation of an important subject. ‘Chat this was a most serious 
offence, there could be no doubt. The only question, however, for 
that court to consider was, whether or not the coroner had, by some 
proceeding of his own, preciuded himself from obtaining the inter- 
position of the court in his favour. The noble lord then proceeded 
to detail the circumstances of the case, with which our readers are 
already sufficiently familiar. After all the consideration which the 
court could give the case, and the conduct of Mr, Wakley in respect 
to the defendant's publications, their lordships were of opinion that 
the rule must be discharged.

Tue Loxvon GRAVEYARDS. — The mortality of the metropolis,, 
at the present computation of 52,000 annually, will in five years be 
260,000. The lowest possible period that should be allowed for the 
destruction of the human body in graves is five years. An acre of 
ground contains 43,560 square feet. If we divide this by 32, the 
number of square feet required for a single adult interment, we shall 
have 1361 as the number of spaces left for graves in an acre of 
ground. The burying-grounds in London, some of which have 
been in use for centuries, contain only eighty acres, so that this 
space would receive and give burial to only 109,000 bodies: a calcu- 
lation which would leave during any given five years, the mortality 
being 52,C00 per annum, 151,000 bodies to be disposed of, or, in 
other words, uninterred! lt is thus demonstrated that bodies have 
been placed in spaces utterly inadequate to contain them ; hence 
has resulted a shocking state of things—the mutilation of bodies, 
the destruction of their coffins, with a host of immoral consequences 
and injurious results. —G. F. Walker on Interments. 

Jeremy Taytor.— When Abraham sat at his tent door, ac-

Grey- 
hounds that are kept for running have regularly new laid eggs given 
to them, to keep the:n in wind, besides the best joints of meat, such 
as legs of mutton, &c, And veasts that are fed for Smithfield, for 
In the article of 
swine the waste is still more atrocious. A pig was exhibited in one 
of our provincial towns last Christmas that had had the milk of six 
or eight cows for six months, besides bushels of meal tor twelve 
months. 

ImMroxtation or Buck Wueat.—lIt is not often we can introduce 
a whole Act of Parliament into our columns.

Indian corn, Indian corn meal, and rice: 

And whereas by reason of the partial tailure of certain crops usually forming 
part of the subsistence of the people of these islands, it ts expedient, that, for a 
time to be limited, no duties should be levied upon ihe entry for consumption of 
cube lt tuerelore sacs bythe Queen's most excellent Majesty, by and with 
the advice and consent of the Lords Spiritual and Temporal, and Commons, in 
this present Parliament assemoled, and by the authority of the same, that no 
duties of customs shall be chargeable upon any of the aforesaid articles already 
imported or hereafter to be imported into the United Kingdom, and entered tor 
home consumption, after the passing of this Act, and before the Ist day of Sep. 
tember in the present year. 

Tur New Praner.—We are glad to observe that Mr. Adams’ 
elaborate invesiigations relating to the new planet have just been 
published as a supplement to the “ Nautical Almanack’ for 1851. 
To the scientitic men of all nations, under whose eyes the dates and

LITERATURE. 
The Lays of Ancient Rome. By Thomas Babington Macaulay. 
London: Longman and Co. 1847. 


A beautifully illustrated edition of the ballad poetry of Mr., Ma- 
caulay, the subjects of which have been chosen from the history 
of Rome. Not but that the author in an elaborate dissertation 
lays claim toa still higher antiquity and a far purer classic origin 
for the incidents, and their associated ideas, which he has here 
presented in an English dress to the reader. His aim has evidently 
been to write ina character as nearly approaching the real, as the 
transmitted records and presumptions founded upon them would 
admit of. His ideal noble Roman is not altogether the creature of 
the imagination, but the mentally resuscitated inhabitant of the an- 
cient capital of the world, raised from the pages of contemporary 
poets and historians, It is necessary, however, that the mind which 
should succeed in this, beyond effecting a miserable, or at the best a 
colourable attempt, must be of the highest poetic order; an imagin- 
ation ac.ive and fertile, controlled and directed by a chaste and sound 
judgment. Mr. Macaulay has fully succeeded in his object. His 
Jays bear such an impress of natural truth, that we could easily be- 
lieve, as we really felt, that they actually expressed the sentiments 
which must have iaspired the actors whose deeds and virtues he sings, 
and which could not do less than fire the spirits and excite the hopes 
of those who listened to recitals told in such simple and beautiful 
language. ‘They appear more like translations of Noman originals 
than many suppositious forgeries of the productions of our own an- 
cient poets; and for this simple reason, that the opportunity offered 
of sacrificing truth to effect is never abused,—a temptation generally 
so difficult to be avoided by a vivid imagination, and, indeed, impos- 
sible, if confident in itself and ignorant in consequence, it is exerted 
without the wholesome check of a sufficient knowledge of the state 
and condition of society at the period to which the poetry belongs, 
and of its actual distinguishing features as regards costume, archi- 
tecture, and manners, which quite as much as language vary from 
era to era. 

We regret we have little room for extract, and refer the lover of 
genuine poetry, therefore, to the volume itself, confident in its worth, 
that our recommendation will not be condemned after perusal ; 
nor are we able to comment further than merely to express the grati- 
fication we have received from the numerous ably executed and 
classic designs of George Scharf, jun., which illustrate almost every 

age of this beautifully got up work. Asa specimen of printing we 
have seldom seen a better, the clear distinct outline of the type re- 
calling forcibly the admirable productions of the Baskerviile press. 


The German Christmas Eve. By Madame Flohr; edited by Mrs. A.

This picture of home life in Germany, by a German lady, is told 
in a right homely but honest German fashion. We could almost 
fancy ourselves one of the innocent happy group pictured in the 
first chapter, listening with excited attention to the various legends 
which make up the body of this interesting volume.

It is clear, then, that the prospects of the policy holders at future divisions are most 
favourable, partly from the unusually large sum retained to meet claims, as shown 
above, and partly from the reserve of so considerable an amouutas 5!,500/. out of profits 
thus ascertained. ee eerie 

These facts, which have operated to a certain extent in the diminution of former bo- 
nuses, will undoubtedly contribute most powerfully to increase the amount of profits to 
be appropriated to the assured at all succeeding divisions. 

In confirmation of this view, the Directors need only remind the assured of the state- 
ment made at the division in January, 1812, that the two preceding bonuses had averaged
